“Dear Piers England, 

“I am a young man of twenty- 
four, and I want to tell you how 
much I admire your articles.... 
I read them carefully, and then 1 
compare the lot of those brave 
men you write of with that of my 
people. 

“We are colliers, but we have 
never been thought much of, I'm 
afraid. 

“It would be a great treat to 
see an article of yours trying to 
tell the mass of people what a 
life ours is. 

“If a soldier gets a wound on 
the field of battle he is a hero. 
If a miner has an accident it’s 
just bad luck. 

“ Please don't think that 1 want 
to be a hero, but I've seen a man 
buried and his mates trying to 
rescue him although there was no 
possibility of his being alive; and 
they have lost their lives also 
That is the kind of heroism the 
public rarely hears of.... 

“To quote another example: 
one day, a few weeks ago | w 
working in a place of real danger 
for seven hours. At any moment 
twenty tons of stone might have 
fallen on my mate and me. But 
the job had to be done. 

“We finished the job. Five 
minutes later the top did come 
down; it just missed us. We were 
not told that we had done a good 


heroic job—just that we were 
lucky to have moved away in time. 

‘The same afternoon after 
work, while on Home Guard 
duties. a Beaufighter crashed on 
the mountainside near bere. I 
happened to be on the scene 
within about ten minutes. The 
eannons were still firing, but we 
got to within thirty feet of the 


Plane before the police told us 
we could do nothing. The plane 
Was a mass of flame 
“Simply for carrying 
remains of the pilot and

gunner to the church after getting 
them out, we were highly com- 
mended in Company Orders. 

“That's the point I'm trying to 
get to you, sir: everybody knew 
about our trying to do our best 
for the boys in the crash, but no 
one ever heard of the other 
thing.... 

‘Here is another little example 
of what I am trying to express : — 

“My brother is a wireless op. 
air-gunner. He has seen quite a 
bit of action Before he went to 
the RAF he worked as a collier 
with me. He says he’s seen more 
heroism underground than in the 
job he has now. 

“He also said he would rather 
be in action in his Wellington for 
several hours than go back under- 
ground every day. 

“ Please don't think I’m under- 
rating the heroism of the Forces: 


I am one of their greatest 
admirers. For myself. I would go 
into any branch of the Forces 
today. 

‘I’ve written asking to be 
called up: it is of no avail, for 


they tell me that I’m doing a more 
important job than any one of the 
armed Forces. 

“If I were in the Navy I'd feel 
I was doing a real job, but as it is 
now my heart just isn’t in it. 


Would Prefer Action 


“If the people of this country 
could only be told by someone of 
such things as this. it would give 
us more heart to go on with the 
fight. I believe in what we are 
fighting for: it’s a thing I would 
be willing to die for. 

“T have lost four of my dearest 
friends in the Navy, two on the 
Barham, two on the Royal Oak: 
but my greatest wish would be to 
get into the Navy and carry on 
where they left off.
